But there are 
gencrnl rules worth following. 

First, it Is silly to send what he can buy 
at the post exchanges. From all theaters of 
War comes word please to omit elgarets, elab- 
orate .shnvlnK kits, or food unless It bo a 
Well-packed Irult cake. 

Not only can such thlngs-bo had over 
there, but food would not travel well. It 
may be en. route for weclts or months; it Is 
, llftbic to be underneath a few tons of other 
slufi In ships' holds, where the temperature 
runs tov«s hish at 130 degrees, and by the 
time It arrived It would be worthless.
